FOIX, France, June 7.—France 
sent heavy reinforcements to the 
Spanish frontier today as Premier 
Edouard Daladier, who also is Na- 
tional Defense Minister, took per- 
sonal charge of preparations to 
repel aerial invasions. 

Daladier, who spent last night in 
Foix on a tour of the frontier, 
made it plain he considered the re- 
peated aerial attacks on French 
territory were deliberate and a 
grave menace of war which could 
be avoided only by forceful meas- 
ures. 

J am convinced this bombard- 
ment was made with a double 
object in view,” the Premier said, 
after an investigation on the spot 
where power lines and the right- 
of-way of the Toulouse-Barcelona 
railway were damaged by bombs 
dropped from nine planes of “un- 
known nationality” Sunday. 

“will Avoid War If Strong.” 

“We will not have war if we are 
strong and decided,” he added. “If 
we look straight ahead and with- 
out fear we will be able to avoid

He did not comment further. 

The Premier’s quick visit to the 
mountainous border regions, un- 
fortified for centuries between the 
two traditionally friendly nations, 
was the result of the visit yester- 
day by nine unmarked planes over 
France's Cerdagne Valley.

The attacks generally were con- 
sidered to have been made by Span- 
ish insurgents, although an official 
insurgent communique from Sala- 
manca declared Spanish Govern- 
ment planes disguised as insurgents 
made the raids in an effort to pro- 
voke French intervention in the 
civil war. From Burgos the insur- 
gent General Staff asserted no in- 
surgent planes had flown closer 
than 62 miles to the French border. 

One report, published by several 
newspapers, both rightist and left- 
ist, said the raids were made by 
insurgents, who took advantage of 
the chance to make elaborate pho- 
tographs of French fortifications 
and roads behind the frontier. This 
report said the decision was made 
at an insurgent war council at 
which Generalissimo Francisco 
Franco presided last week at Bur- 
gos. Gen. Franco was said to have 
opposed the plan but to have given 
in to the insistence of his German 
advisers. 

The French had their first actual 
air bombing’ as a result of the 
Spanish war May 26 when three 
houses were destroyed and two 
Frenchmen killed at Cerbere. This 
town is only a short distance on 
the French side of the border.

JAPANESE 12 MILES 
FROM CHENGCHOW

SHANGHAI, June 7. —. Yellow 
River floods threatened today to 
submerge Central China's battle- 
fields as Japan's armies, beginning 
the éleventh month of the war, 
forged deeper toward the heart of 
China.

A mechanized column reported 
occupation of a village within 10 
miles of the Peiping-Hankow line 
south of Chengchow and began a 
pincer movement fromthe south- 
east to encircle the junction city, 
about 300 miles north of Hankow. 

Japanese reported tens of thou- 
sands of Chinese soldiers and civil- 
ians were abandoning the Cheng- 
chow area, apparently to defend 
mountainous regions farther south 
on the Peiping-Hankow railroad. 

A Chinese spokesman in Hankow 
acknowledged that Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek's troops would not 
make a decisive stand on Honan 
Province’s level plains, where 
Japan's mechanized power would 
have a heavy advantage.

Organizers for the United Mine 
Workers of erica took the stand 
for the first time yesterday—one, 
to tell of an ambush shooting 
an anxious night in a Harlan hotei 
when tear gas drove union workers 
from their rooms; others, to tell 
of being shadowed and intimidated 
during membership campaigns.

OT many years ago it was customary to 

gay that democracy was the best form of 
government. The goal of democracy, men 
thought, was the goal of progress. Democ 
racy meant freedom for individuals and 
the right of the people to govern themselves 
through elected representatives. 

This form of government came into being 
in an age of territorial and industrial ex- 
pansion. Frontiers seemed endless, man’s 
possibilities limitless. Men wanted to be 
free to take advantage of the opportunities 
that came with the development of new con- 
tinents, new inventions, new-found wealth, 
Traditional ideas of government and class 
Were swept away in favor of individualism 
and self-determinism. .
